— The senate 
eommtttee on census has ordered fa- 
vorably reported to the senate the 
house bill authorizing a reapportion­ 
ment of the country for ttie election of 
members of congress, I ased on the 
population figures of the latest cen­ 
sus.

They expect by postponing the 
passage of the bill that a Republican 
legislature may be elected meanwhile 
and a fairer apportionment from the 
Republican viewpoint he had.

Senator I.a Follette is said to be 
hostile because of tile great advantage 
the proposed reapp*)i*tionrnent would 
give to such states as New York and 
Pennsylvania in national conventions 
and tin* electoral college. 
Mr. La Fo l­ 
lette is a candidate for president.

was a gem val expression of criticism 
of the enlarged membership of tilt* 
house.
